The Canadian Pacifie gave 
their capitalization as $46,000 per 
nile over their whole system, in 
cluding prairie roads, which had 
not cost $20,000 per mile. he 
comparatively low capitalization 
of the C.P.R. was accounted for by 
the large bonuses which it had re- 
ceived, to $72,000,000 
in cash and completed road, With 
interest at three and one-half pee 
in thirty

ever, the land grant added 
and interest was charged on the
